FROM NEAR AND FAR readers responded by the hundreds to the 
alarm sounded by The Desert Sun over the possible establishm ent 
of a cem ent mill near Palm Springs. L etters and individual pe­ 
titions are still pouring in from near-by Idyllw ild and far-off 
Chicago. 
Most of them arrived in time for presentation to the 
board of supervisors at the hearing a week ago. They all helped 
to convince members of the board that it would not be fair or 
sound economy to jeopardize the millions of dollars invested in this 
flourishing resort com m unity through the establishm ent of a heavy 
industrial plant. The regional zoning plan will protect this entire 
desert area surrounding the city from undesirable developm ent th at 
could easily spell ruin. 
The letters which we received contain highly interesting com­ 
ment. People who have lived here for thirty years were amused 
at the claim s of “experts” that wind from the Pass did not blow 
into the Village. Others could not understand how people in B an­ 
ning could favor anything th at was a menace to Palm Springs. 
All expressed a firm opinion th at such a plant at the doorstep of 
this com m unity would do great harm . Dozens of other good argu­ 
m ents favoring the zoning plan were advanced by the writers. 
One read er couldn't understand why we w ere fighting the 
cement m ill in this column and accepting an advertisem ent from the 
promotors of the plant in the sam e issue. We are glad to explain 
that we look upon our new spaper much the same as a public service. 
Our colum ns are open to both sides in an issue like this so long as 
the copy does not libel anyone. We try to cover both sides fairly 
in our new s stories, as a m atter of fact. Opinions are confined in 
this column. Those who wish to present their case through th e use 
of paid space should be entitled to do so, we believe. It is the 
democratic way. 
Coming as it did in the m iddle of the sum mer, Palm Springs 
could easily have been caught unaw ares. But, thanks to our city 
officials and councilmen, to the group of civic-m inded Villagers 
who attended the hearings, and to the petitions and letters sent in 
by Desert S un readers, the fight w as won. The action of the board 
of supervisors may be contested in the courts but we believe it w ill 
be upheld 
The setting up of this protective zone w ill be defended 
by the C ity of Palm Springs until it has been accepted as th e law 
of the county. 


SOMEONE COMMENTED, in discussing the zoning m atter, that the 
unsanitary conditions perm itted to exist on the reservation are 
a far greater menace to Palm Springs than a cem ent m ill would be. 
To this w e heartily agree. Two wrongs would not m ake a right, 
however. 
Now that the com m unity will have protection from 
w ithout its boundries, it would be w ell to give th e same serious 
attention to this other danger th at exists within. 
Until th e Indian lands problem is solved. P alm Springs will 
always suffer from this severe handicap. 
Once it is solved the 
effect it w ould have on the fu tu re developm ent is alm ost beyond 
the im agination. It would m ean m ore th an the tram w ay—yes, m ore 
than keeping out the cem ent plant, w e agree. 
It is a trem endously com plicated problem —seems almost unsur- 
m ountable. B ut it will be solved. The only question is, how soon? 
U ntil then, the deplorable conditions th at exist in places on th e 
reservation could be im proved. 
It is a m atter of public health 
and safety. 
Let’s do som ething about this greater m enace th at is 
not at our doorstep—but right inside our house!

Questions and Answers 
on the 
FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


Every Individual and Partnership Operating in 
California Under a Trade Name Should Read 
This Carefully 
1. Ques. W hat is a Fictitious Firm name? 
Ans. Any name which does not completely and 
clearly identify the owner or owners. 
2. Ques. Why should an individual or partnership do­ 
ing business under a Fictitious Name file and pub­ 
lish a Certificate? 
Ans. 1. The law is specific and mandatory, busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law 2. No Court action of any sort can be m ain­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 
3. Ques. Is the name “J. B. Smith Company 
a fic­ 
titious name? 
Ans. Yes. Because the term “company is ambigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 
4. Ques. How can customer find if he has filed and 
published his certificate of business? 
Ans. Simply by checking w ith the Corporation de­ 
partm ent in your county clerk’s office. 
5. Ques. W hat does Section 2468 of the Civil Code 
mean by the wording that no person or partner­ 
ship failing to comply “shall m aintain any action 
upon, or on account of, any contract or contracts 
made or transactions had,” under such fictitious 
name in any Court of this State? 
Ans. Simply that the person or partnership cannot 
sue. 
, 
6. Ques. Does this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
. 
Ans. There are many grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery may wish to sue a 
trucking company for damage to shipments. 
7. Ques. In case of a change in ownership, must the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name” m ust file and 
publish. 
8. Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
must a new certificate be filed and published. 
Ans. Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that 
“On every change in the members of a partner­ 
ship transacting business in this State under a fic­ 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be filed 
with the county Clerk and a new publication 
made.” 
9. Ques. Must a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns 
and operates some other business under a fic­ 
titious firm name. In such event it must file and 
publish, otherwise not. 
10. Ques. Do public authorities demand compliance 
with the fictitious firm law? 
Ans. Yes. For instance, the California State De­ 
partm ent of Vocational Standards will not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 
_ 
11. Ques. May a person or persons engaged in more 
than one business under fictitious name meet the 
publication requirem ent by filing and printing 
only one certificate? 
Ans. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled: 
“We incline to the opinion that the provision of 
said section contemplate a certificate to be filed 
and published for EACH fictitious name under 
which a business is transacted.” 
12. Ques. Does the filing and publication of a Trade 
Name Certificate have value in establishing own­ 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and 
publication to be a prima facia evidence of name 
ownership where two claimants to a name have 
contested ownership. 
13. Ques. How may a Certificate be prepared, filled 
out and published? 
Ans. See your lawyer, bank, local newspaper or the 
County Clerk. 
14. Ques. What will it cost? 
Ans. The statutory one dollar County Clerk fee for 
filing plus the publisher’s rate for four weekly 
insertions of the advertisement, amounting to 
about $10. 
15. Ques. W here may filing service be obtained. 
Ans. Complete service is given FREE by Los An­ 
geles Newspaper Service Bureau, Inc., 132 West 
First ¿street. W rite them for further information 
or free forms and printed instructions at that 
address or Phone MA 2541. 
THE LAW 
(C ivil Code S ections 2466. 2468, 2469) 
2466—Every person transacting business in this state under 
a fictitious name and every partnership transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name, or a designation not showing 
the names of the persons interested as partners in such busi­ 
ness, must file with the clerk of the county in which his or its 
principal place of business is situated, a certificate, stating the 
name in full and the place of residence of such person and 
stating the names in full of all the members of such partner­ 
ship and their places of residence. Such certificate must be 
published in the county, if there be one, and if there be none 
in such county, then in a newspaper in an adjoining county. 
An affidavit showing the publication of such certificate shall 
be filed with the county clerk within thirty days after the 
completion of such publication. 1923-238. 
2468—The certificate filed with the clerk as provided in 
section twenty-four hundred and sixty-six m ust be signed by 
the person therein referred to, or by the partners, as the case 
may be and acknowledged before some officer, authorized to 
take the acknowledgment of conveyance of real property. 
Where a business is hereafter commenced by a person under a 
fictitious name or a partnership is hereafter formed, the cer­ 
tificate must be filed and the publication designated in that 
section must be made within one month after the commence­ 
ment of such business or after the formation of the partnership, 
or within one month from the time designated in the agree­ 
ment of its members for the commencement of the partner­ 
ship. Where the business has been heretofore conducted under 
a fictitious name or where the partnership has been heretofore 
formed, the certificate must be filed and the publication made 
within six months after the passage of this act. No person 
doing business under a fictitious name, or his assignee or as­ 
signees. nor any person doing business as partners contrary to 
the provisions of this article, or their assignee or assignees,

2469—On every change in the members of a partnership 
transacting business in this state under a fictitious name, or a 
designation which does not show the names of the persons 
interested as partners in its business, except in cases mentioned 
in sections twenty-four hundred and sixty-seven, a new cer­ 
tificate must be filed with the County Clerk, and a new publi­ 
cation, made as required by this article on the formation of 
such partnership.

Building conarctors here and 
elsew here in Southern California 
were re-adjusting their bids for 
work w here steel is a m ajor item 
in the price of construction. 
Scanning of steel price lists be­ 
came necessary, it was reported, 
with the announced increase in 
the price of that building com­ 
modity, by the Henry J. K aiser’s 
Fontana steel plant. 


THE INCREASE am ounted to 
$30 per ton and will become ef­ 
fective A ugust 15. 
K aiser said 
the price 
boost 
would help the plant repay its 
w artim e debt to the governm ent. 


"FONTANA is burdened w ith a 
governm ent debt seriously ou t of 
line w ith other w ar-built plants 
which w ere sold as low as 20 
cents on the dollar,” K aiser said. 
“Paying 100 cents on the dollar 
to the governm ent is and has 
been 
a 
handicap 
to 
Fontana 
which m ust be overcome. 
"W hen the excessive w ar-tim e 
governm ent cost has been ab­ 
sorbed, perm itting refinancing as 
a private enterprise, then our 
custom ers wil have the value of 
low er-priced steel and of a great, 
com petitive steel plant a t Fon­ 
tana.” 


ON JULY 22, Kaiser announced 
an increase averaging $9.83 a 
ton on steel products at Fontana 
to absorb a wage increase of 13 
cents an hour granted m em bers 
of the CIO steel w orkers’ union, 
plus other rising production costs.

The Board of Supervisors yes­ 
terday took steps to force fortune 
tellers and palm readers out of 
R iverside county. 
Sheriff C arl F. R ayburn said 
the m ystics w ere becoming a law 
enforcem ent problem . The Super­ 
visors ordered C ounty Counsel 
Earl Redwine to fram e an ord­ 
inance that would keep them out 
of the county by means of a— 
alm ost, at least — prohibitive li­ 
cense fee. 
Redw ine didn't agree with the 
supervisors. 
He said they couldn't legally 
use prohibitive licenses to forbid 
a certain type of business. 
“I hope you fellow s would be 
willing to testify as to the rea­ 
sonableness of this ordinance,” 
he said. 
“D on’t you th in k you have the 
right to pay w hat you w ant to 
have your fortune told?” Red­ 
wine asked. 


“B ut you don’t p ay w hat you 
w ant to pay,” said Supervisor 
Jim Easley. "These people have 
m esm eric abilities an d they mes­ 
m erize people into paying more 
than they w ant to.” Easley said a 
high fee wouldn’t be prohibitive, 
since “fortune tellers clear $100 
or m ore a day.”

board interview the fortune tell­ 
ers before they give out operating 
perm its. 
“T hat wouldn’t b e any good,” 
said 
Board 
C hairm an 
W alter 
Pittm an. 
"They m ight m esm er­ 
ize you fellows.” 
"I don’t care about interview ­ 
ing any fortune tellers, myself,” 
said Supervisor A rth u r Weirick. 
The board ordered an ordin­ 
ance based on the C ity of R iver­ 
side’s regulating ordinance, which 
charges fortune tellers a $600 fee 
every three months.
